Am Albino Bird That Died Because It 


Couldn't Feed Itxelf. 


In the summer of 1000 some friends 


of mine came to me with a story of a 
strange white bird that had been seen 
several times among tbe trees of a 
small grove in southern Ohio, tbe state 
in which my home county is. Finally 
another friend told me that be bad seen 
a pair of robins feeding it, and between 
us we agreed that it must be a white 
robin—an albino. 


An albino among men is a person 


whose akin and hair are unnaturally 
white. Among birds and animals an al- 
bino is cue which is white, differing 
from others of its species. A bird or an- 
imal the normal color of which is wbite, 
or which changes to white feathers -or 
fur for winter, is not ap albino. The 
perfect albino has pink eyes and no 
color about it. The white robin I saw 
was a perfect albino. 


Tbe rest of the brood of which the 


albino was one bad scattered and were 
looking out for themselves, but the 
parent birds were still feeding tbeir 
white fledgeling. The other birds in the 
grove took a great deal of interest in 
the strange inhabitant, especially tbe 
purple grackles. As the white robin 
sat on a bough tbe grackles would 
perch near it, looking at it with their 
heads turned shrewdly to one side or 
hopping from place to place, as though 
to get a better view. All the time they 
kept up a blackbird conversation about 
the object of their curiosity, clucking 
and chuckling away at a great rate. 


The white robin did not bunt food for 


itself, although it was fully old enough 
to do so, but depended on its parents. 
When it flew, it did so awkwardly and 
bhiml.Tingly and generally seemed to 
prefer staying in one place. 


A day or two afterward two boys 


brought to my office the white robin, 
dead. One of the local papers bad said 
that an albino robin m'ght be sold to a 
museum, and I accused the boys of 
having killed the bird en tbe chance of 
selling it. This they stoutly denied. 
saying that they found it dead, I tool; 
off the skin for the purpose of mount- 
ing it anil found that the boys had 
been telling the truth, for there was no 
sign of au injury. The poor lobin was 
very thin, and its stomach was almost 
empty except for the remains of one 
bug. 
I wondered if its parents had 


grown tired of feeding it. I found also 
that the reason it flew so poorly was 
because its eyes were defective and 
that it must have-been almost blind. 
Had its parents fed it until the time of 
tho fail migration southward the white 
robin could not have gone with the rest 
and tnr.st have starved. The robiu was 
entirely white, With pink eyes, a pinky 
white beak and pinkish legs. 


Albinism, by the way, is caused by 


tho I.-.ck of pigment, or coloring matter, 
in the (;uill». liirds so afflicted are usu- 
aliy not well developed and suffer from 
attacks" of individuals of tbeir own 
specie-.—Henry Ilolcomb Bennett in 
StNid.olas.

Galen Wilsyu quotes what Cobnra 
In hia "Swine Husbandry" recom- 
mends—horsr-shoe nails to be Inserted 
in their snouts, by the aid of mattress 
nePdles, penknives and pinchers, etc., 
and says he has tried it end frmnd it 
satisfactory, but says he would not In- 
terfere with nature he-re aud recom- 
mends a part of their pasture set off 
for their rooting ground. But I would 
"interfere with nature here." as v. ell 
as in dehorning cattle. whieJi is uni- 
versally practiced, remarks J. E. Hcs- 
tetler, a well known Missouri breeder, 
and the best and quickest way to snout 
hogs to prevent rooting 4s with a pock- 
etknife run through the snout and 
cut around on each side far enough so 
that it will drop down; then cut in two 
In the middle. And if cut deep enough 
it will always remain too tender to 
root to injure any ground or pasture 
and can be done at any age. 


Build Shelter of Cheap Material. 
On every farm on which hogs are 


grown there are enough fodder and 
straw wasted every winter to give the 
hogs the most comfortable shelter- 
There are enough old rails aud pieces 
of boards lying around loose to make 
the framework for the needed shelter, 
writes a correspondent in American 
Agriculturist. 


In extremely cojd weather it takes 


25 per cent more feed to put a given 
gain on unsheltered hogs than upon 
those having comfortable shelter. Ex- 
treme cold weather counts more against 
sain than extremely wet and muddy 
weather. 


A good many farmers make an at- 


tempt to shelter their swine, but t' > 
often it is a poor very one: so much 
BO that it is labor and material lost 
when a little more time and material 
would have made a success of the ef. 
fort. 


The Rasorback Cross. 


There is DO doubt that crossing high- 


ly bred hogs on the razorback improves 
the vigor and vitality of the progeny, 
says Farm and Ranch. But this vigcr 
can be had without going down grade 
for it. Cross one tine breed oa another 
fine breed, and yoti have it without los- 
ing the rapid maturing and improved 
feeding qualities, resulting from long 
and careful breeding. Nevertheless if 
a farmer has some large razorbaek 
sows and introduces a well bred male 
of any of the improved breeds he will 
by proper feeding and care have hogs 
that he can profitably feed and market. 


Running: "Water For HOSTS. 


For the comfort of the hog I do not 


believe any water supply is better than 
a running stream which does not fail, 
says Robert L. Dean in National Stock- 
man. Objection is made to this as a 
carrier of disease germs. 
No doubt 


streams are a source of danger when 
a cholera outbreak occurs, but at such 
times the ho§s can be removed to oth- 
er parts of the farm. I do not believe 
it wise to^ave an ironclad rule that 
hogs shall T^e excluded from the run- 
ning stream. 
At icast our experience 


for many years indicates this. 


Raising; Breeder*. 


Pigs intended for breeders should be 


kept vigorous, strong and healthy. To 
do this give them the run of a good 
pasture, all the milk you can spare, 
plenty of nitrogenous foods, such as 
peas, cracked wheat, shorts and the 
like. If they have plenty of exercise 
aud grass, they will seldom get too fat; 
but if fattening becomes apparent de- 
crease the amount of feed slightly.

STEEL TRACK BOADS 


THE BEST INDUSTRIES. 
GOOD ROAD NOTES. 


EXPERIMENTING XviTH THEM IN NEW 


YORK CITY. 


How Tkc»e Hiacfcway* of Steel Ar* 


Built and Wb«t They C«*t—The lm~ 
meant; Savin* In lifcnlaKC OB Thla 
Style of Roadway. 
The rural, commercial and industrial 


Interests of this country have been so 
much accustomed to depend upon ca- 
nals and railroads to transport their 
products to market that they have ha- 
bitually neglected the arteries over 
which nearly all traffic originates—viz, 
the common highway. 
Farmers and 


other people living in the country are 
more interested than other citizens in 
the construction and maintenance of 
good highways, yet until a few years 
ago they displayed obstinate antipathy 
to help any movement in favor of im- 
proving the country's highways. 


The first systematic movement made 


to improve the country's highways was 
originated by bicyclists when that 
form of amusement was an active liv- 
ing force, says a writer hi the Automo- 
bile Magazine. 
The bicycle fantasy 


has p»ssed, but it has been succeeded 
by even a stronger movement—that of 
automobiling—and the people interest- 
ed in horseless carriages are agitating 
strenuously in favor of improved high- 
ways, and the influence they exercise 
as a class promises to produce im- 
portant results. All they need is the 
co-operation of farmers and others in- 
terested in having good roads.to haul 
their produce over. 


The Automobile Club of America has 


inaugurated a movement which is cal- 
culated to effect a revolution in inland 
transportation if it meets with the sup- 
port it deserves. A few mouths ago 
General Iloy Stone, who has made a 
special study of roadmaking. in an ad- 
dress before the Automobile Club of 
America strongly advocated the use of 
steel plates for making highways. His 
arguments were so convincing that 
Mr. Charles M. Schwab, president of 
the United States Steel corporation, of- 
fered to provide at his own expense 
steel sufficient to lay a mile of the 
roadway recf^umended 
by General 


Stone. One block of that steel has 
been laid in Murray street, Xew York, 
a street noted for its heavy traffic, and 
tests of the road were recently made. 
The results were a remarkable demon- 
stration of the value of the system. 
It was found by actual experiment 
that a tractive force 60 per cent great- 
er was required to draw a load upon 
the rough stone pavement than upon 
the track or that, taking the power nec- 
essary to draw the load upon the pave- 
ment as the standard, exactly 37V2 per 
cent of it was saA ed by using the rails. 
In starting the load the advantage in 
favor of the rails was even greater, as 
but one-half or one-third of the usual 
force was required. 


The steel rails used in building these 


highways are forty feet in length aud 
a foot in width. The upper surface is 
not polisher!. It is a rough finish, but 
not corrugated nor especially rough- 
ened in any way. The section of the 
rails is like that of an ordinary chan- 
nel bar, the turned down portions .tt 
either side being about one and a half 
inches in depth. Coarse broken stone 
laid in a trench about fifteen inches 
deep and of the same width constitutes 
the bed upon which the rails rest. A 
drain tile at the outer edge of the bot- 
tom of each trench insures sufficient 
drainage. 


On top of the broken stone a layer 


of gravel or very fine stone aud stone 
dust is laid, in which the rails imbed 
themselves firmly. Joints, consisting 
of flat plates of steel riveted to each 
rail under the wide tread aud heavy 
fish plates, bolted to the turned down 
portions of the rails on each side, af- 
ford n continuous and smooth surface. 
To prevent spreading of the rails there 
are inserted in the roadbed at intervals 
steel ties bent so as to clasp the rails 
and hold them securely in place. 


Every person familiar with teaming 


is aware of the great reduction of wheel 
resistance that results from the wheels 
of n wagon being run on the plates at- 
tached to street car mils. If the day 
ever comes that the country roads arc 
laid with ste -1 runways, the saving to 
people who have to haul freight over 
the roads will be immense. Experi- 
ffionts made by engineers of high repu- 
tation have shown that a horse can 
haul on an iron or steel track fifty-four 
limes the load it can haul in sand, thir- 
ty-six times as much as on an earth 
road, thirty-three times as much as en 
a stone trackway, twenty-five times as 
much as oi> a plank road In good order 
and nine times as much as on n good 
macadam road. Most of the roads that 
farmers have to haul their produce over 
are earth roads, so the change, to stool 
would increase the haulage eighteen 
times. The introduction of such an im- 
provement ought to draw the cordial 
co-operation of every person who wishes 
to see our agricultural communities 
prospering as they should prosper. 


General Stone says that this stylo of 


roadway can be laid down for about 
$4,000 a mile and thnt this character of 
voad is as practicable for country ns 
city use and that the cost would be no 
more than for ordinary stone roads.

Silk mills have been a favorite sort 


of industry in the towns in the eastern 
part of Pennsylvania, says the Phila- 
delphia Press.

been encouraged along with them. Wo- 
men and girls constitute the greater 
proportion of the employees in these 
mills and factories, doing practically 
all the work required. As in Pottsville, 
it is often found difficult to get al! the. 
help required, and it has been dtevov-' 
ered ttat these particular industries,' 
while very excellent features in any' 
community, are not very effective as 
town builders. 
j 


They do not bring new families to 


settle in the town because they do not 
afford employment for the head of the j 
family. An industry that requires the' 
labor of men and can give employment 1 
to men is certain to bring new families i 
into the community, adding to the pop-1 
ulation and promoting business. Thej 
town gets a substantial growth in that j 
way which is impossible to derive from 
the establishment of light industries. 
These may serve the excellent purpose 
of furnishing employment for all the 
girls and women of the vicinity who 
want employment, but they do not 
bring more. Neither girls nor women 
who seek employment in mills usually 
go away from home for it. 


It is for this reason that some of the 


towns of the interior that have ex- 
pended a great deal of energy in pro- 
moting various industries do not ap- 
pear to grow in the proportion they 
should. The kind of industries they 
have secured, while excellent and giv- 
ing employment to many residents of 
the town, dofes not bring additional 
population from elsewhere. One estab- 
lishment that would require the serv- 
ices of a few hundred men would be 
worth a dozen such as a town builder. 
This has been well enough understood 
in some places for a long time. It is 
being learned in others by a little ex- 
perience.

A SPLENDID INVESTMENT. 


Little Attention Paid to Them In 


This Country. 


A French architect who recently mauv> 


a tour of this country, while dslighted 
with the many beautiful towns and cit- 
ies he 'inspected, was astonished that 
Americans paid so little attention to 
beautifying their riv?r fronts. It is a 
lamentable fact that many of our most 
admirable streams do not in any way 
contribute to the beauty of the country. 
They are merely an instrument of com- 
merce, invaded by docks, warehouses 
and depots and disfigured by \ illaiuous 
buildings, the walls of which come 
down to the very edge of the water. 


In Paris, on the contrary, the utmost 


has been made of the river Seine, says 
the Architectural Record. The river 
traffic is considerable, yet the construc- 
tion of docks and warehouses alongside 
the water has not been allowed. Through- 
out the length of the Seine within the 
city limits there is a broad quay on ei- 
ther bank. In many parts there is a 
double quay, the lower «ne serving for 
the loading and unloading of merchan- 
'lise and the upper one for street traf 
fie. Along each bank of the Seine run 
two rows of trees. What the munici- 
pal authorities wanted was a tree lined 
river from one end of the capital to the 
other. 


The designs for all the bridges have 


also been decided upon by them, and 
the railroad companies before carrying 
their lines across the river have had to 
submit their plans to the city engineers. 
This is why the Auteuil viaduct, viewed 
from a distance, recalls to mind the aq- 
ueducts of the Roman Carnpagma. In 
the same manner the city authorities 
have the last word in regard to the 
Bridges which the Metropolitan Rail- 
road company is going to throw across 
the Seine.

vate interests can intervene to mar 
what belongs to everybody—the beauty 
of the city.

THE TIMBER I,OT. 


We nre asked what varieties of tim- 


ber a man should plant who wishes to 
start a ten acre timber lot upon a, prai- 
rie farm. We do not know that the 
following would be the best way, but 
It is the one which we would adopt if 
we were going to plant such n grove. 
In a word, the trees would be set out 
eight feet apart each way. The trees 
would be alternately of the bard and 
soft wood varieties, the plan being to 
remove nil of the soft varieties ns soon 
as the hard wood trees needed the 
ground. For soft wood we "would plant 
soft maple alone, this being a far more 
.valuable wood and more easily worked 
Tip thail any of the other rapid growing 
varieties of timber. For hard wood \\e 
would plant largely of white ash. larch, 
•with some hnwl mnple, hackberry nnd 
black walnut. At the end of ten years 
from time of'planting most of the soft 
wood may be removed, ami a fine 
grove of hawl wood timber will occupy 
the ground. If you want such n grove, 
keep the cnttlo out of it 
The hogs 


may be allowed to run in it. but should 
not bo fed or bcrdcd in it. We would 
belt it on the outside with a row of 
Scotch or white pine set sixteen feet 
apart in the row and twenty-five feet 
from the Umber. Anyhow, don't plant 
the grove- wholly of box elder uud cot- 
tonwood. for when, you have such a 
prove you mny have a shelter belt, and 
that is nhotu all.

It is a slow process, 
but ono which works continuously to- 
ward the restoration of fertility. Where 
the soil Is so poor that neither grass nor j 
trees will grow, nnture will have some 
form of crude vegetable life to BCCOL.- 
pllsb In almost a pathetic manner the 
same end.
